‘HORRIFIC SITUATION’

parkland, fla. » A former stu¬ 
dent opened fire at a Florida 
high school Wednesday, killing 
at least 17 people and sending 
scores of students fleeing into the 
streets in the nation’s deadliest 
school shooting since a gunman 
attacked an elementary school in 
Newtown, Connecticut. 


The shooter, who was 
equipped with a gas mask and 
smoke grenades, set off a fire 
alarm to draw students out of 
their classrooms shortly before 
the school day ended, officials 
said. 

Authorities offered no imme¬ 
diate details on the 19-year-old 
suspect or any possible motive, 
except to say that he had been 
expelled for disciplinary rea¬ 
sons. 


Frantic parents rushed to 
Marjory Stoneman Douglas 
High School to find SWAT team 
members and ambulances sur¬ 
rounding the campus. Live 
footage showed emergency 
workers who appeared to be 
treating the wounded on side¬ 
walks. 

“It is a horrific situation,” 
said Robert Runcie, superin¬ 
tendent of the school district 
in Parkland, about an hour’s 


drive north of Miami. “It is a 
horrible day for us.” 

The suspect was taken into 
custody without a fight about an 
hour after he left the scene. He 
had at least one rifle and multi¬ 
ple magazines, authorities said. 

“It’s catastrophic. There really 
are no words,” Broward County 
Sheriff Scott Israel said on Twit¬ 
ter.

Cannabis 
changes backed 
by Planning 
Commission 

Health officials call for 
tighter controls, warn 
about public health impact

salinas » Cannabis retail shops 
would no longer be required to be 
separated by 1,500 feet under a 
Planning Commission recommen¬ 
dation to the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, and all retailers would need 
to have a finding of “public con¬ 
venience or necessity” regardless 
of their proximity to other can¬ 
nabis shops. 

Approved by the commission 
on a 7-2 vote on Wednesday, the 
recommended setback changes 
would also require the county 
Health Department to assess po¬ 
tential health impacts, includ¬ 
ing “health equity” in “disadvan¬ 
taged” communities, separately 
from the Sheriff’s Office’s law en¬ 
forcement impacts analysis. 

The recommended changes 
also call for narrowing a 600- 
foot setback to apply only to play¬ 
grounds instead of entire parks. 

In addition, the changes call 
for a 600-foot setback from tran¬ 
sitional kindergartens, essen¬ 
tially preschool facilities, along 
with non-residential day cares 
and youth centers, while eliminat¬ 
ing a 600-foot setback from drug 
treatment and rehabilitation fa¬ 
cilities. The 600-foot setback re¬ 
quirement is already in place for 
K-12 schools.
